The Air Products and Chem- 
icals, Incl, facility at Granite 
City is an industrial gas com- 
plex serving a wide range of 
customers, within a 300 mile 
radius, 

While its major customer ‘is 
Granite Cty Steel Co., the com- 
plex supplies exygen to hos- 
pitals, acétylene to welders, and 
bulk oxygen and nitrogen to 
electronics, food processing, 
metalworking and other indus- 
tries. 

The Granite City facility also 
fills and distributes cylinders of 
oxygen, nitrogen, argon and 
other gases. 

Under Granite City’s juris- 
diction is a hydrogen purifica- 
tion plant 12 miles distant—at 


Sauget, Ill, This plant generates , 


millions of cubic feet per month 


of high-purity hydrogen for the the basic oxygen furnace, and, 


steel and chemical industries. 

At Crystal City, Mo., an Air 
Products plant supplies _nitro- 
gen to PPG Industries, 

These diverse but closely 
connected facilities grew 
from a single air separation 
plant leased by Alr Prod- 
ucts to Granite City Steel 
Co, in 1950 to supply about 
70 tons of oxygen per day 
for steelmaking. 

The first air separation plant 
on the present site was built in 
1961, and the original plant was 
moved from Granite City prop- 
erty to the new Air Products 
site, about one-half mile from 
the steel plant. 

The needs of the steel com- 
pany continued to grow, espe- 
cially since the introduction of 


; annqaling and finishing. 


in 1967 Air Products completed 
a third air separation plant, 
iwice as large as the combined 
capacity of the first two plants. 


All three plants are owned 
and operated by Air Products. 
In addition to supplying bases 
by pipeline to Granite City 
Steel Co., they produce large 
quantities of oxygen and nitro- 
gen for the merchant. market. 
This market is also served by 
an acetylene plant, located on 
Madison avenue in Granite City. 

Three hydrogen generators in 
the Air Products complex sup- 
ply hydrogen solely for steel 
company use. Hydrogen is 
blended with nitrogen and 
piped to the mill, where it is 
used as an atmosphere gas in 


Crude argon, produced during 
air geparation, is shipped to an. 
other Air Products plant, at" 
Middletown, ©., where it is 
purified, 

Some of this rare gas, used 
mainly in inert gas welding and 
in ,the electronics industry, 
finds its way back to’ Granite 
City, where it Is compressed 
into cylinders for tocal users, 

The outlook for the industrial 
gas market in 1970 is promis- 
ing. 

Manufacturers are con- 
tinuously finding new ways 
to use industrial gases to 
improve their products or 
increase officiency. 

The use of liquid nitrogen 
to deflash molded rubber 
parts Is just one recent ex- 
ample of this. 

Technical innovation 
thus opens up new markets, 
while traditional ones, such 
as welding and metal work- 
ing, aré still expanding. 

Ih the steel industry, our big- 
gest customer, we find pro- 
dugers such as Granite City 
Steel Co, using more and more 
efficient processes, such as the 
basic oxygen furnace.

Survey of Madison County: 

In April 1968, SIMAPC com 
pleted land use, transportation 
and population-economic base 
studies for Madison county 
These reports were utilized as 
basic information in the formu- 
lation of Land Use and Trans- 
portation Plans for the county 

The present population of 
Madison county is estimated to 
be approximately 250,000. By 
1985, the county's population is 
inticipated to be about 403,000, 
an increase of 61% 

The major growth to occur in 
the county will take place 
iround existing urban centers, 
such as the Tri-Cities area, Al- 
ton-Wood River area and Col- 
linsville-E.dwardsville area. 
Growth around these areas 
will be stimulated by the pro 
vision.of urban services such as 
sewer, water, police protection, 
etc., and improvement in the 
highway system around these 
urban centers. 

Solid Waste Disposal: 

In April 1969, the Southwest 
ern Mlinois Metropolitan Area 
Planning Commission campleted 
1 study-of solid waste disposal 
for Madison, St. Clair and Mon- 
roe counties 
he report provides a survey 

analysis of the existing 
collection and disposal 
ystems in the three-county 
area. In addition, the report 
provides plans for the hauling 
and disposal of refuse fand the 
various means to be used in 
financing and administering a 
solid waste disposal system 
Also included in the report 

several disposal site lo- 
tions. 
Goals Conference: 
SIMAPC. sponsored a__ goals 
conference on Dec. 13, 1969, en- 
titled “Metro-East: A Time for 
Opportunity and Chaige.” The 
purpose of the conference was 
to. define some of the major 
problems and some possible so- 
lutions. 

Approximately 150 _ persons

A report enumerating the vari 
ous problems and suggested so- 
lutions will be published by 
SIMAPC shortly after the first

Madisan-Venice: 

During 1969, SIMAPC 
pleted a comprehensive 
munity plan zoning report and 
subdivision regulations for the 
cities of Madison and Venice. 

These reports provide an in- 

ntory and analysis of the ex- 
isting Conditions in the two cities 
and provide major recommenda- 
Uons for the future development 
of the two cities. 

The major recommendations 
of the report include improve- 
ment of the street system, r 
newal and rehabilitation of sub 
standard housing, construction 
of additional community facili- 
ties to accommodate future pop- 
ulation, and the reuse 
development of obsolesce 

In addition to the studies done 
by SIMAPC, the two cities have 
contracted with a private con 
sultant to draw up a plan. for 
the revitalization and reuse of 
blighted areas in the communi 
ties and means of financing. the 
necessary improvements. 

Sewer Study: 

The Madison County Board of 
Supervisors passed a resolution 
in October 1969 authorizing an 
engineering study to determine 
thesfeasibility of providing sani 

ry sewer service to Granite 

ity, Na 0k! Venice and 
Chouteau townships, 

Horseshoe Lake 

In ober 1969, Governor 
Ogilvie signed the two bills cre- 
ating the Horseshoe Lake State 
Park 

The state legislators of our 
area as well as the state leg- 
islature as a whol and Gove 
nor Ogilvie must be commended 
for providing $2 million for land 
acquisition, etc., to initially ac 
quire some 1700 acres of lake 
bed and adjoining rea for the

One of the major recommen- 
dations in the 1968 Granite City 
Comprehensive Plan by SIMAF

In June 1969, the Chamber of 
Commerce authorized Harland 
Bartholomew and Associates to 
produce a physical development 
plan for downtown Granite City 
and a plan for financing the 
recommended improvements

' Madison County Farm Advisor

The past year was not kind 
to most farmers in the Quad- 
City area. Early summer rains 
caused flooding in lowland 
areas. Upland fields remained 
too muddy to do field work for 
extended periods 

Weeds caused problems in 
field crops. Storms damaged 
corn, soybeans and especially 
wheat. 

Excess rains came again at 
harvest time. Muddy fields de- 
layed harvest. Weeds slowed 
harvest operations. Harvest 
losses of grain increased in 
proportion to the extent of de- 
lay in harvest 

Quality of certain vegetables, 
such as sweet corn and melons, 
was less than the growers de- 

ed due to adverse weather. 

However, horseradish quality 

J good 
yields are reported, 

For Madison county agri- 
culture as a whole, this has 
been an average - year. 
Livestock production was 
up, crop yields near aver- 
age, prices of some farm 
products up slightly, and 
farm production costs up 
slightly. 

Farm profit’ margins con- 
tinued to narrow. Net farm in- 
come is estimated to be about 
the same as a yeaf ago. 

The longtime trend of total 
farm production in Madison 
county continues upward, even 
though a Iftle more farm land 
ach year is used ‘for urban 
and industrial expansion and 
other non-farm purposes. 

County farmers produge and 
sell about $30 million of farm 
products annually, Agriculture 
makes a_ significant contribu- 
tion to the economy of the 
Quad-City area 

Farmers haul large amounts 
of a variety of raw agricultural 
preducts into the Quad-Cities 
And tHey buy large quantities 
of building materials, machin- 

equipment, fertilizers, 
agricultural chemicals, — tools 
ind other supplies for use on 
the farm 

Consumers buy from local re- 
tailers who buy from local 
processors and manufacturers 
who buy from local farmers 
who buy from local apri- 
business firms who employ lo- 
cal workers who start the 
process all over again 

It’s not unusual for $1 to get 
spent several times in a com- 
munity before someone breaks 
the cycle and buys something 
outside; the local area 

Farmers are highly effi- 
cient. They have achieved 
high efficiéncy by adopting 
scientific practices and by 
using large amounts of 
capital and management 
inputs. 

In 1968, one U. S. farm- 
er supplied the food and 
fiber needs of 43 persons. 
He supplied only 23 In 
1957-59. 

Farming is highly competi- 
live. Farmers compete to rent 
' purchase land. They com-

pete for farm equipment, sup- 
plies, and credit. They compete 
for markets for their products 

Anyone is free to enter the 
business of farming. Every 
farmer is free to increase the 
size of his business by obtain- 
ing more land, by increasing 
yields per acre, and by en- 
gaging in or expanding live 
stock, poultry jand ‘specialty 
crop enterprises 

Farming is 
family business 
family provides the manage- 
ment and most of the labor 
required on the farm. 

On many farms a father and 
son, two brothers, or some 
similar combination of rela- 
tives work together, Most 
farms, however, are not large 
enough to ‘provide profitable 
fulltime employment for two 
men. 

Following are some future 
trends we may expect in agri- 
culture — and most of these 
are a continuation of past 
trends 

Farms will continue to 
come larger, but fewer in 
number. Larger amounts of 
capital will be invested in an 
individual farm business. One 
problem will be how to finance 
large farm operations with low 
equity 

The decrease

consolidation of farming units 
and elimination of — smaller, 
less efficient operating units. 
The family farm will continue 
to be the main unit, rather 
than corporation farms 

Skillful operation and man 
gement will continue 10 be 
important as farming becomes 
even more complicated in the 
future. 

Specialization will continue 
to increase, even though we 
have come a long way already 
toward specialization. 

Consumers can rest assured 
that farmers will be able to 
continue to produce enough 
food to feed our expanding 
population, But, like any other 
businessman, the farmer will 
have to earn enough profit to 
stay in business or seek other 
alternatives.

As the decade of the unstable 
sixties comes to an end, I am 
pleased with the opportunity to 
comment on the outlook for the 
1970s and on 1970 in particular. 

I have obserrved, as I know 
you have, the natural desire of 
everyone to improve their way 
of life, ta become more afflu- 
ent, lighten their loads, and 
find more time for physical 
and mental relaxation. 

From the beginning of the 
nation's History through the 
1950's it is‘evident that we were 
chiefly concerned with the de- 
velopment of our resources. 

With time available for other 
than making a living, we have 
discovered the effects of devel 
opment on our environment. 

We now realize that we must 
be responsive not only to eco- 
nomic factors involved but to 
a broadening span of social and 
aesthetic considerations, most 
of which are not susceptible to 
precise evaluation on a mone- 
tary basis. 

Today, there are approxi- 
mately 200 million people in 
the United States, and 300 mil- 
lion are expected by the year 
2000. Our great cities are not 
only gr conceritrations of 
people, but also of water prob- 
lems. 

Decisions will be reached in 
the 1970s as to the part -we ex- 
pect water resources develo 
ment to play in the control 
pollution, water supply, recre- 
ation and other important prob- 
lems 

Engineers have long play- 
ed a large role in develop- 
ing our great _cities and in 
creating some of the cities’ 
problems, We must now 
play a major part in solv- 
ing some of the problems 
we have helped to bring 
about. 

We must demonstrate to 
environmental interests that 
we gan serve them as 
wel-as we served the de- 
velopers in the past. 

In 1970, and throughout the 
decade, efforts of the U.S. Ar- 
my Corps of Engineers will be- 
come more and more oriented 
to the complex problems of our 
urban areas. In the meantime, 
the following will point up some 
of the major continuing works 
under supervision of the 
Louis Engineer District 
Carlyle Dam and Reservoir 
Kaskaskia River, Illinois 

The $41,355,000 project which 
was started in 1958 was dedi- 
cated in 1968 and was officially 
completed in June 1969 

In 1969, this multi-purpose 
project drew 2,344,400 recrea- 
tionists who came to_ fish, 
camp, hunt and enjoy the ex- 
cellent sailboating conditions. 

Carlyle has provided some of 
the best fishing and water fow! 
hunting in Illinois. 

City of St. Louis Flood Protec- 
tion Project—Mississipp| River 

This project, consisting of 

11 mil€S of floodwall and levee, 
and 28 pumping statiorts, will 
protect the City of St. Louis

against the flood of ° record 
(1844), a flood likely to occur 
once in 200 years. 

“Work on the $77,600,000 praj- 
ect began in February 1959 and 
is scheduled for completion in 
June 1972. It is currently 90% 
complete 

Reach 3 (that portion of the 
project from Maline Creek to 
the vicinity of Eads Bridge— 
the nerthern half of the proj- 
ect) is now essentially com. 
plete 
Clarence Cannon Dam and Res- 
veir— Salt River, Missourl 

This is a multi-purpose proj- 

t in northeast Missouri, and 
is the only one in the St. Louis 
Engineer District to include hy- 
droelectric power as a project 
feature. 

When completed in 1975, the 
$85,000,000 project will have a 
normal pool of 18,600 surface 
acres. It is new 9% complete. 
Kaskaskia River Navigation 
Project—Kaskaskia River, Il. 

This $92,300,000 project is de- 
signed to make the lawer 50 
miles of the askaskia_ River 
from Fayetteville to the mouth 
near Chester, Ill, navigable 

The projett will consist of 
lock and dam with two 
lating gates at Mile 0\8 near 
the mouth of the river, channel 
enlargements, overbank cut - 
offs, and necessary bridge al- 
teration: 

Work was started in June 1966 
and is currently 19% complete 

The project is scheduled for 
completion in December 1974 
It provides cheap watet trans: 
portation for 1.8 billion tons of 
known coal reserves along the 
lowe* Kaskaskia River to mar. 
kets along the inland, water- 
ways. 

Meramec Park Reservoir Proj- 
ect—Meramec River, Missouri 
This $67,600,000 project is 
multi-purpose project with em 
p ‘on flood contro! and rec- 

reation. 

When complete. 
pool will cover 12,600 surface 
acres and will be ‘pproxi- 
mately 35 miles long. 

Pre-construction has been 
completed, and some real es- 
tate acquisition has been ac- 
complished. The estimated 
completion date is June 1975.

New Athens Flood Proteetion 
Project— Kaskaskia River, Hl. 

This $1,924,500 project pro- 
tects the Village of New Athens 
from flooding by the Kaskaskia 
River. . 

Work started in 1965 and e: 
sentially was over in Decem- 
ber 1969. The project protects 
New Athens against floods apt 
to occur once in fifty years, 
Rend Lake Dam and Reservoir 
Project— Big Muddy River, T 

This $52,900,000 multi-purpose 
project is) located on the Big 
Muddy River about 103.7 miles 
above the mouth, 

The work was initiated in 
July 1966 and is scheduled for 
completion in June 1973, The 
project is approximately 41% 
complete. 

When it’ is completed, the 
normal pool will cover approx 
imately 18,900 surface acres. 

The reservoir will provide a 
permanent water supply for 22 
communities. 

River Regulating Works 
Mississippi River 

This project extends from ne 
mouth of the Ohio River to 
North St. Louis and con. of 
construction and maintenance 
of stone tikes, bank revetment. 
and dredging operations to olf 
tain and maintain a navigation 
channel in the Mississippi Riv-* 
er 300 feet wide (wider in the 
bends) and nine feet deep north- 
ward from the Ohio River to 
the northern boundary of the 
City of St. Louis. 

Work on this $73,900,000 proj- 
ect was started in 1891,-and is 
scheduled for ~ completion , in 
June 1974, 

It is currently 83% complete. 
Shelbyville Dam and Reservoir 
Project— Kaskaskia River, Ill. 

This $57,000,000 multi-purpose 
project ig located about 222 
miles above the mouth of the 
Kaskaskia er near Shelby- 
ville, Il, 

Current) construction schedule 
calls for completion of the 
main dam and’ impoundment of 
water for the summer of 1970 
Work was initiated in May 1963 
and is scheduled «for comple- 
tion in June 1972. 

The project is currently 76% 
complete] and, when completed, 
the reseyvoir at normal pool 
will cover approximately 11,- 
100 surface acres. 

No matter what policy -déci- 
sions may be made, adequate 
development of our water re- 
sources {o meet our mounting 
needs will require ‘immense 
commitments of money. 

Success and advances in wat- 
er resource development, pol- 
lution abatement, and other. im- 
portant national problems  fac- 
ing us in the decade of the 
1970s will be in direct propor- 
tion to how much we are will- 
ing to pay. 

I feel certain that, the U.S. 
Army Corps of Engineers will 
be challenged as never before 
to provide the best possible 
service to the public through- 
out the ipcoming decade of the 
seventies.

1 believe that if we in the 
real estate profession are to 
make it possible for more of our 
younger people to buy homes, 
and make it possible for our 
senior citizens to be able to live 
in theirs after retirement, some 
changes will have to be made in 
our tax laws to offer more ben- 
efit to new home buyers and 
elimination of all property tax 
for retired people. 

A heavy real estate and per- 
sonal property tax is a penalty 
placed on home ownership that 
hinders the young from buying 
and burdens the old from keep- 
ing one- that is paid for. 

We must look to industry

There is an adequate supply 
of loan money available for 
home loans in this area, How- 
ever, loans are scrutinized a 
little closer and credit require- 
ments are a little tighter. 

The home ‘and building pic- 
ture will get brighter in. the 
spring and, if by some miracle, 
the war in Vietnam would end, 
this would tend to create more 
demands for homes and home 
services. “

Southern Illinois University

Nineteen-sixty-nine at South- 
em Hlinois University, _ Ed- 
wardsville, was both symbolic 
of the growth and development 
of the past decade and a fore- 
cast of things to come in the 
"70s 

During the past "year, the 
University made operational 
many plans which were on the 
drawing board just a few short 
years ago, and sketched’ a 
number of new ones designed to 
make SIU the most exciting in- 
stitutions of higher learning in 
the U, §, in the next decade. 

The Edwardsville campus 
took on a new look with the ad 
dition of a wing on the science 
building, and the completion of 
the general offices building, the 
supporting | services complex, 
and construction of an FM ra- 
dio tower, 

However, if the present 
growth trend continues — 
and there is every indica- 
tion that it will—adequate 
classrogm space in the fall 
of 1970 will be lacking, En- 
rollment f 0.6, this year 
stands at 12,152 with 
70.07% of this total drawn 
from residents of Madison, 
St, Clair and Macoupin 
counties. Madison county 
led with 5202 students, 

The student population in- 
creased by 17% over 1968. 
Two - hundred - fifty faculty 
and staff members joined 
the University in 1969, 
boosting the annual payroll 
by more than $3,350,000, 

To provide financial aid for a 
burgeoning student population, 
the University's student work 
and financial assistance office 
made more than. $2.5 million 
available in 20 different  pro- 
grams, Eighty per cent of this 
figure went to students from 
Madison and St. Clair counties 

In job placements, SIU had 
another banner year, Many of 
the top 500 companies in the 
country are regular interview 
ers at the campus, and it ap- 
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A new generating station at 
Baldwin, the installatign of two 
clectric ‘peaking units—one at 
Stallings and tie other at La 
Salle—and the injection of gas 
into the sixth underground gi 
storage field are major projects 
for Illinois Power Company in 
1970. 
The first 600,000-kilowatt uni 
the Baldwin Power Plant 
Mlinois Power Company's fifth 
generating station—js scheduled 
to go on the line in June 1970- 
and a second unit of the same 
size is expected to be in oper 
ation in.

Granite City Steel Company 
faces a serious challenge going 
into 1970. The way we respond 
will have much to do with the 
future growth and prosperity of 
this company and, by extension, 
of the Quad-City community 
where we are the largest em- 
ployer, 

The last two years, 1968 and 
1969, should have been periods 
of steadily improving business 
for Granite City Steel. 

The market for steel was 
there and we had completed a 
tremendous ‘program of plant 
expansion and modernization in 
the 1965-1967 period. Never be- 
fore had as much money been 
put into new facilities 

However, Granite City Steel 
lost millions of dollars in 1968 
because of the blast furnace de- 
partment problems, and we 
failed to make a fast, complete 
recovery in 1969. 

Now we are moving into 1970 
and have an opportunity to 
realize the potential of the new 
facilities in which millions of 
dollars have been invested. 

This company is in the big 
tonnage part of the steel in- 
dustry. A flat-rolled steel mill 
cannot operate profitably with- 
out high volume production and 
high volume shipments. 

We failed to reach that level 
in either of the last two y% 
although we were certainly com- 
ing up fast toward the end of 
1969. 

Going into 1970, we find the 
demand for steel remaining 
fairly strong even though busi- 
ness in general has been slow- 
ing down 

We cannot take full ad- 
vantage of the situation in 

1970 unless we rebuild the 

reputation af Granite City 

Steel Company with the men 

who buy steel at a number

As chairman of the Plan Com 
mission 1 have found the Com 
mission responsibility and 
not a privilege of local govern

It is neither 


a luxury nor a 
fashionable status symbol re 
served only for the larger and 
wealthier communities. On the 
contrary, planning is a necessity 
that even the smaller communi- 
ties can ill afford to be without 

The past year, we have been 
faced with a myriad of prob- 
lems, such as hastily-built sub- 
divisions trying to go up, inade: 
quate sewer systems, deteriorat 
ing neighborhoods, a declining 
central business district’ and 
many requests for “spot zon 
ing.” 

In order for our city to 
continue to progress, ave 
must improve commercial 
and industrial ' properties, 
improve existing housing, 
expand economic opportuni- 
ties, strengthen the commu- 
nity’s tax base, revitalize 
the central business district, 
promote. efficiency in the 
use of land, develop and im- 
plement a vigorous annexa- 
tion policy, provide a health- 
ful community and environ- 
ment, improve and extend 
park and school facilities 
and achieve understanding 
and support of the planning 
program. 

The two most important items 
that | have Mentioned in order 
for us to progress, in my opin- 
ion, are the central business dis- 
trict and annexation 

In order to promote the cen- 
tral business district. and en- 
courage establishment of new 
commercial activities. the area 
must be beautified and  struc- 
tures renovated. 

If this is not done, the cen: 
tral business district will find 
itself declining and the blame 
will be largely attributable to a 
poor environmental quality 

The Granite City council re- 
cently did not act favorably on 
a proposed urban renewal proj- 
ect for the area. If the interest 
in this project were renewed, 
the city could renovate build- 
ings in the area and’ clear the 
dilapidated structures 


In addition, the project could 
provide land for a new city hall, 
off-street parking lots and new 
commercial uses. 

Without a concerted effort to 
renew the central business di: 
trict, construction of new shop- 
ping centers which will be high- 
ly accessible, attractive and 
provided with adequate parking 
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areas Will cause the downtown 
district to seriously suffer in 
loss of customers and meome. 
A detailed, comprehensive 
plan for the rehabilitation of 
the central business district 
should be undertaken imme- 
diately. 

An example of the effect 
annexation in Granite City his- 
tory the 1950 annexation of 
Nameoki, which addéd approxi- 
mately 4000 people to the city 
ind has accounted for most of 
our growth and tax base since 
The importance of annexation 
in stimulating population growth 
should not be underestimated. 

Future areas of annexation 
left open to the city are limited 
mainly to the north, east and 
southeast. Annexation to the 
east may sapn be restricted by 
the village /of Pontoon Beach; 
however, the city could fill in 
between its corporate limit and 
Pontoon Beach's corporate lim- 
t 

Expansion of the city to the 
north is less limited and it is 
forseeable that the city could 
annex to the north to Interstate 
Annexation to the southeast 
is also limited but could be car- 
ried along Highway 162 and the 
Granite City-Collinsville road. 

Expansion of the city is both 
possible and probable, but Gran- 
ite City should decide and direct 
effort to the direction it wishes 
to grow, adopt a vigorous an- 
nexation policy and encourage 
expansion in that direction with 
the extension of utilities, streets 
and other public facilities. 

The Plan Commission meets 
on the second Thursday of ev- 
ery month at 1:15 p.m. in the 
conference room at the city hall 
and we invite the public to at- 
tend afany time they so desire.

Amaerican Steel Foundries -

An 80% increase in new 
freight car orders in 1969 gives 
the Granite City plant of Amer- 
ican Steel Foundries an optt- 
mistic outlook for 1970. 

The increase, which amount- 
ed to 93,000 new freight cars for 
the ASF fiscal year ended Sept. 
30, 1969, was up 41,000 from 
last year. 

The Granite City plant is a 
major producer of side frames 
and bolsters for use in freight 
cars, and sales are directly de- 
pendent on the nation’s rail- 
roads’ freight car builjing pro- 
grams. 

As a result of this increase, 
shipments of cast steel compo- 
nents from the Granite City 
plant rose during fiscal 1969. 

The backlog of new freight 
cars at the end of the fiscal 
year was just over 45,000, a sub- 
stantial jump from 16,000. in 
1968. 


This upward trend in new 
freight car purchases and con- 
struction indicates reasonably 
good prospects for shipments of 
freight car components from 
Granite City in 1970, It also in- 
dicates the desire of railroad 
management to provide better 
service and gequipment utiliza- 
tion. 

The Granite City plant is 
in the final stages of com- 
pletion of a major capital 
improvement program, 

This includes ‘the addition 
of 5500 square feet of floor 
space and the installation of 
two 30-ton electric arc fur- 
naces to replace the open- 
hearth melting facilities. 
The new furnaces will en- 
able ASF to provide better 
service to its customers, 
Construction of the furnaces 

has been completed, The addi- 
tional floor space, to be used 
for storage, is scheduled to be

ready early in the spring of 
1970, 

The project also provided for 
the installation of a modern 
dust collector to curb air pollu- 
tion from the plant.’ The col- 
lector, Which has been complet- 
ed, has the capability of far 
exceeding the present govern- 
ment clean air codes. 

During 1969, as in past year: 
ASF was a substantial employ- 
er in the Granite. City area. “ 

In the 1969 fiscal’ year, the 
plant averaged 925 employees 
and paid $6,167,000 in wages 
and salaries. 

Though the plant did keep 
up its high level of opera- 
tion throughout the . year, 
the tight labor market, for 
both skilled and unskilled 
labor, continued to be a 
major problem. 

ASF also operates foundry 
plants at Alliance, O., and East 
Chicago, Ind., and has'a fabri 
cating plant in Hammand, Ind. 
ASF is one of 10 operating 
units of AMSTED, Industries, 
Chicago.

The plant was down for the 
planned five-week shutdown for 
model change in June and July, 
and we experienced a short 
shutdown in April because of 
strikes in the General. Motors 
plants we serve. 


We recently began con- 
struction of a 25,000-square- 
foot addition to the west end 
of our plant which will en- 
large our under-roof area to 
450,000 square feet. 

The addition will help ac- 
commodate an orderly 
change to the 1971 model 
frames, which will be sub- 
stantially different from the 
1970 models. The model 
change in’ 1970 will be our 
most extensive facility 
change since 1964. 


The outlook for the auto in- 
dustry continues good, but we 
do not anticipate the 1970 model 
year will be quite as good as our 
1969 model year. 

This is because of tight 
money, the Vietnam War and an 
apparent shifting of consumer 
preference from the standard 
size automobile — for which we 
build frames — to the sports, 
economy and middle size cars.

occurred. / 

Some have said that Europe 
suddenly was able to proce: 
millions of tons of steel more 
in 1969 than it could in 1968. 

Two leading national news- 
papers have indicated that Rus- 
sia and China are buying large 
amounts pf semi-finished steel 
and are ‘thereby’ causing a 
world steel shortage of semi- 
finished products. 

1 have heard that the in- 
stallation of super-tankers and 
of huge pipe transmission lines 
has caused the steel shortage 

Perhaps it is a combination 
of all of these that has resulted 
in the decrease of imports, and 
for’ the first time in several 
years, an increase in exports of 
semi-finished steel. 

The result of this’shortage is 
that the American industry has 
been able to work at a higher 
level during the last half of 1969 
than anyone had predicted. 

We hear talk now of a 
slowdown in the overall 
economy, It does not ap- 
pear that this will be as in- 
fluential in the steel indus- 
try as it may be for other 
major industries in this 
country. 

There continues to be an 
abundance of orders for semi- 
finished steel items to be 
shipped abroad. I anticipate 
that this will continue through 
the first half of 1970. 

1 see no reason, however, for 
the steel shortage to stop as 
suddenly as it began, When and 
if this occurs, I anticipate that 
the steel industry will again be 
plagued with imports of inex- 
pensive foreign prodffcts. 

1 think 1970 will be a good 
year for the steel industry as a 
whole and for Laclede.

Traffic Accidents Hit New High; 40 Fatalities in 1969 


The Quad-City area traffic 
toll during 1969 hit_an all-time 
record total of 2662 accidetns, 
while 40 traffic fatalities occur- 
ring over the 12-month period 
was the highest in 5 years, a 
compilation of traffic statistics 
showed today. 

But while the number of last 
year’s accidents climbed by 319 
over the 2343 mishaps reported 
in the area during 1968 — an 
increase of 13% — the total 
number of injuries, dropped to 
the lowest level /since 1965. 
Statistics show / 1294 _ injury 
cases occurred inf-the 2662 acci- 
dents of 1969, compared to 
injuries in the 2343 reported 
accidents of 1968. 

In comparison, 
1366 injury cases in 2153 
dents during 1967, and 1375 in- 
juries in "2340 accidents during 
196. 

The 40 traffic fatalities occur 
ring in or near the Quad-Cities 
last year was an increase of 
five over the 1968, total of 35 
deaths and was the highest ac- 
cident’ death toll since 1954 
when 44 persons were killed in 
the area.

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Town-County Supervisor System 
Discarded in New England, Lives 
On in Illinois’ 1870 Constitution 


(Public Administration Service) 


Among the least skillfully 
presented portions of the Iili- 
nois Constitution are those 
which govern the organization 
of county and township govern- 


ment. 
Article X, Section’ 6, directs 
the management of counties 


without township organization 
by a board of three commis- 
sioners elected at large to stag- 
gered terms of three years 

At present, there are 17 such 
counties in central and southern 
Illinois, none of them in urban 
areas. 

Article X, Section 5, allows 
alternative forms in counties 
with organized townships. 

It provides that in counties 
which have adopted township 
organization, the board of com- 
missioners “may be dispensed 
with and the affairs of said 
county may be transacted in 
such manner as the General 
‘Assembly may provide.” 

This section, then, permits 
rather than requires legislative 
action. 

The legislature may continue 
the board of commissioners as 
the form of government in all 
counties; it may, as it does 
now, specify a different form for 
organized counties. 


It may with equal free- 
dom provide a selection of 
forms from which the vot- 
ers of each county may 
choose; or it may allow 
each county ‘the freedom to 
arrange its own government 
according to local prefer- 
ences. 

Article X, Section 5, also re- 
quires the legislature to "pro- 
vide . . . for township organiza- 
tion.” 

The voters of a county may 
adopt township organization by 
referendum, and the question 
of continuing township organi- 
zation may be submitted to ref- 
erendum once every 10 years 
or more 

Townships cannot 
names and they must 
form annual meeting dates. 

Article X, Section 7, estab: 
lishes the form of government 
in Cook county—a board of 15 
commissioners, 10 elected from 
Chicago and five from suburban 
Cook county. 

The General Assembly has 
shown no imagination and lit- 
tle flexibility in exercising its 
prerogatives under this portion 
of the constitution. 

Township government oper- 
ates today, as it has fram the 
beginning, on the principles of 
the New England town meeting 
from which it is descended. 


The voters are their own 
legislative body; they elect 
gertain officers to adminis- 
ter township affairs, but 
they are officers without 
formal power or policy con- 
trol. 

The system has been dis- 
carded long since in popu- 
lous areas of the Northeast, 
but it continues to struggle 
on in Illinois as an appendix 
to the organism of local 
government.

Its significance in urban 


areas is evident from the rec- 
ord of voter participation—it is 
not uncommon in a township of 
25,000 or more thar less than 10 
voters turn out for annual and 
special township meetings, 
elect’ township officers, and 
decide township policy 

The township supervisors, 
plus assistant supervisors elect 
ed according to population in- 
crements, are the governing 
board of the organized county 

The board of supervisors is 
to replaced after. July 1, 
1971. At its 1969 session, the 
General Assembly passed reap- 
portionment bills for organized 
counties (other than Cook coun- 
ty) 

They will substitute for the 
supervisors a board of commis- 
sioners of five to 29 members 
‘elected from county districts of 
equal, population. 

Reapportionment may be or- 
dered either by resolution of an 
incumbent board or by refer- 
endum, according to local op- 
tion. 

Several observations may be 
made about the significance of 
Sections 5, 6, and 7: 


1, Whether one agrees with it 
or not, township government is 
mandatory under’ the present 
constitution, and only the vot- 
ers of a county can decide 
whether they will continue it or 
dispense with it. 

2, Inasmuch as the copstitu- 
tion mandates a governmental 
form only for commissipn coun- 
ties, the legislature’ free to 
provide whatever modern or- 
ganizational and management 
systems it may choose for or 
ganized counties and for town- 
ships, and to permit a maxi 
mum degree of local option in 
the selection of both form and 
administration 


3. In unorganized: or commis. 
sion counties where the form of 
government is fixed, the legis- 
lature is [ree otherwise to pro- 
vide the constitutional man- 
agers (commissioners) with 
modern public administration, 
or to allow local option to that 
end for those matters within 
the purview of the commission- 
ers. 

In the absence of admin- 
istrative legislation, 
it would seem that the gov- 
erning board of any county, 
organized or not—as the 
agency responsible for man- 
aging county affairs—could 
initiate modern administra- 
tive practices at any time 
according to any system it 
may choose, so long as it 
adheres to the requirements 
of the constitution and stat- 
utes. 

The board would be limited 
in the authority it could dele 
gate without an enabling law 
and it would be precluded from 
interfering with fee offices 
which have constitutional stat- 
us. 

But it appears to be nonethe 
less available for that business 
which is solely the board's re- 
sponsibility and which does not 
impinge “upon other elected 
county officers 


Nursing Homes Have Become a Fast 


Growing Service 


Industry in U.S. 


(U, S. Department of Labor) 


Employment in nursing 
homes las more than doubled 
during the last decade, increas- 
ing from 227,000 in 1960 to an 
estimated 480,000 in 1969. 

The number of homes—now 
about 21,000—has increased by 
25% since 1960 while beds in 
these facilities are nearing one 
million, about double the 1960 
total 

The growth of this industry is 
described in the Labor Depart 
ment’s latest industry manpow: 
er survey, “Nursing Homes and 
Related Health Care 
ties.” 

Expenditures for this indus- 
try's services are expected to 
total $2.8 billion for 1969, more 
than five times the 1960 level, 
and more than half of all nurs 
ing home stays are now paid 
for by some form of public as 
sistance 


The survey indicated that 
25,000 unfilled positions ex- 
isted in the industry at the 
time of the surve: 


Demand was most intense 
for licensed practical nurs- 
‘es, professional nufses and 
dietitians. However, the 
largest number of vacant 
jobs was for nurse aides 
and orderlies. 


It was found that high labor 
turnover rates (especially for 
aides and orderlies), rising 
entry requirements for ew 
workers, location away {fom 
major population centers, and 
an unfavorable image have 
been some of the major fac- 


tors responsible for worker 
shortages 
While relying upon extra 
part-time workers and in- 
creased overtime to compen- 
sate for labor shortages, many 
employers reported they were 
counting on newly ‘instituted 
company and government train- 
ing programs to help them 
meet future manpower needs 


The nationwide survey was 
initiated by the Labor Depart 
ment and conducted through its 
affiliated state employment ser- 
vice agencies. 

Thirteen hundred nursing 
homes were used as a sample 
to obtain data on employment, 
turnover, wages and job  va- 
cancies. s 


The survey concluded 
that nursing homes and  re- 
lated health care facilities 
constitute one of the fastest 
growing service industries 
in the United States. 

This was attributed to the 
increasing number of citl- 
zens over 65, greater af- 
fluence among all age 
groups, and the availability 
of new welfare and insur- 
ance benefits for people in 
need of full-time skilled 
nursing care, which com- 
bined to create the unpre- 
cedented demand for ex- 
tended care homes.

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Citizens Achieved Progress in 1969, Became 
More Aware That They Are Its Chief Catalyst 


As Quad-Cityans move into what they 
hope will justify the title of heavenly seven- 
ties, their greatest confidence stems from a 
trend that seemed to become more pronounted 
during the 1960s and especially 1969—citizen 
interest. 

Acute problems lie ahead. and_ the path 
toward solutions is uncharted and difficult. But 
recognition of needs and responsibilities is some 
times “half the battle” and there is evidence 
that an increasing number of people realize that 
life is what they themselves make it, not the 
anonymous “they” whom it is so convenient t« 
blame. 

The United Fund fell short of 100%, but 
the Tree of Lights fund went far over the top 
in 1969 and more employee groups formed 60. 
minute clubs to help make sure that the next 
UF drive succeeds. The first United Fun Fair 
built closer ties between the public and the staffs 
and boards which operate and guide the United 
Fund agencies. Residents also began contribut 
ing funds to obtain a second Mississippi River 
Festival summer concert season. 

The trend toward 
as individuals rather than 
“right” party continued to develop. Citizens be 
came mightily aroused about the future of local 
imental health counseling, the soaring tax bur 
den, drug abuses, deficiencies in public services 
and the cessation of federally-aided highway 
gonstruction: 

They wrote and called legislators to help 
secure approval of Horseshoe Lake park—one 
of the towering 1969 achievements whose im- 
pact will be felt during the 1970s 

Citizens chose delegates to rewrite 
century-old Illinois Constitution. The 
position of county school superintendent was re- 
placed by educational service region superin 
tendents. ‘Long-overdue reduction of county 
board size was assured. Voters for the second 
time rejected a proposed Mitchell area village 
which would have had trouble living up to ad- 
vance promises. 

A Madison county juvenile detention home 
was opened and the public gained a bigger role 
in the determination of state university and na 
tional defense policies. Wide effort was devot 
ed to obtaining a major metropolitan airport in 
this region. 

Environmental improvements were 
lighted. Madison and Venice moved to renew 
aging neighborhoods. Steps were taken to pro 
vide rural drainage, expand school facilities here 
and at SIU-SW, and study the parochial school 
financing dilemma. deral funds were secured 
to repair serious sewer breaks. 

Community beautification efforts were 
launched and a more than $9 million St. Eliza 
beth Hospital swing was constructed. Phelps 
Dodge leased the Dow Chemical Co. Madison 
plant, the Steelabrade Corp. expanded, Chem- 
ico Metals built a plant in the Mitchell area, and 
Caine Steel Co. and Madison Metal Decorating 
Co. began prodietion at the Stephen Maeras 
Industrial Park. Several locat plants built addi 
tions.

Lake- 
side Airport reopened, a Prudential Insurance 
Co. office building was opened, Granite City 
schools succeeded in selling a $4,750,000 bond 
issue al low interest, and Miles Laboratories an- 
nounced plans to build new offices and a re- 
search center adjacent to the Great River Road, 
which progressed southward to Niedringhaus 
avenue. 

Crime problems of the kind noted in some 
major cities developed here but were quelled. 
Positive steps were initiated to not only assure 
maintenance of order but to remedy living con- 
ditions associated with instances of violence. 

Quad-Cityans admitted that they did not 
have all the answers, but more and more they 
were, finding the right questions—and the re- 
solve needed to produce not only answers but 
the best answers. 

With the 1960s as their “launching pad,” 
local residents were ready and eager to begin in 
the 1970s a quest for an improved community, 
nation and world.

Increased Exchange of Area Police Data 
Vital if Drugs, Crime Are to Be Curbed 


Two portions of the Madison county grand 
jury report issued last week deserve special em- 
phasis. 

Calling drug abuse the single most impor- 
tant problem in this county at present, the 
grand jury in session between Sept. 22 and Dec. 
30 says the “epidemic” requires “a program of 
education to a degree of utmost saturation.” It 
praises current efforts to form a volunteer nar- 
cotics squad composed of sheriff deputies and 
city police. 

In reviewing law enforcement, the jury 
called for drastic updating of “manpower, faci 
ties and practices for the entire county, includ- 
ing all munitipal subdivisions.” It cited a lack of 
coordinated effort between the 29 police -de- 
partments, sheriff, state and federal agencies, 
and a “general lack of modern centralized in- 
formation and intelligence facilities.” 

A strong local voice in enforcement pol- 
icies-has much to recommend it, but the separa- 
tion of powers and duties among the various 
police units need not and should not preclude 
prompt exchange of information. 

Only through full cooperation and knowl- 
edge can the law enforcement personnel’ of 
Madison county come close to coping with nar- 
cotics law violations and other crimes, which are 
reaching an unprecedented volume. 

Many steps already are being taken to 
achieve a high level of mutual assistance. As the 
grand jury says, any additional steps which can 
he taken@ught to be taken. 


Early Election Trend Intensifying 


The earlier Ilinois primary in 1970 in- 
creases the maneuvering and campaigning 
period for the November election this year to 
more than 12 months. Results include two-year 
officials having to commit themselves for 
another try before serving even half of their 
present terths. 

With this state representative district due 
to nominate only as many as can be chosen, 
the House races here in effect will be all over 
with the March balloting. 

And the “election” of some officials has 
been advanced even more by lack of opposi- 
tion. Already assured of victory are two Illi- 
nois Congressmen, Kenneth Gray and Mrs. 
Charlotte Reid; five state senators, Partee. 
Rosander, Laughlin, McBroom and Latherow; 
and 27 representatives. 

At this rate. the time may arrive 
we will be voting for or against incumbent 
officials before we have had a chance to evalu- 
ate their record. And “lame ducks” will have 
so long yet to serve that the description will no 
longer be appropriate.

All Taxpayers to 


Use Same Basic 


Form and Add Schedules If Needed 


(Internal Revenue Service) 


Q—When will the new income 
tax forms be ready and dre you 
going to mail them to taxpayers 
as you have in the past? 

A—The new 1040 tax, forms 
and instructions for 1969 were 
mailed to 75 million taxpayers 
in the Jast week in December. 
The forms will also be available 
at local IRS offices as well as 
many banks and post offices in 
January 

All taxpayers will use the new 
basic one-page Form 1040, add- 
ing schedules as needed to ac- 
curately report their income and 
expense situation. 

It is estimated that over 30 
million taxpayers will need just 
the one-page Form 1040, while 
another 22 million will have to 
prepare only one schedule. 

To make it more convenient 
for taxpayers to prepare their 
1969 returns, copies of the most. 
used schedules: have been_ in- 
cluded in the tax package. Tax- 
payers should use only those 
they need. 

Q—In a divorce, who gets 
to claim the children as de- 
pendents? ; 

A—Generally, the parent 
who has custody of the child 
is entitled to claim the ex- 
emption. The. other parent 
may be entitled to the ex- 
emption depending on the 
wording of the divorce de- 
cree and on how much he or 
she contributes to the child’s 
support. 

‘These rules apply in situations 
where the divorced or separated 
parents together provide more 
than half the child's support and 
have custody for more than half 
the year. 

For more details, send a pos 
card to your IRS district direc- 
tor andvask for Publication 501, 
Your Exemptions and Exemp- 
tions for Dependents. It’s free. 

Q—If I file my 1969 return by 
the end of January, can 1 for- 
get about the fourth installment 
of my estimated tax? 

A—You do not need tq make a 
Jan. 15 estimated. payment if 
you file your 1969 return by Feb. 
2 (Jan, 31 is a Saturday), and 
pay any balance due at that 
time. But don’t forget that 1970 
declarations must be filed by 
April 15.

A—The next quarterly re- 
turn on form 942 and pay- 
ment are due Feb. 2 for the 
calendar qu ajrter ending 
Dee; 31, 1969, if you paid her 
$50 or more in wages during 
the quarter.

This statement should show 
your name and address as em- 
ployer, her namé, address and 
Social’ Security ‘number, the 
total amount of wages paid and 
the total amount withheld for 
Social Security tax. 

The statement should also in- 
dicate that the employee's tax 
of 4.8% includes .6% to finance 
the cost of hospital insurance 
benefits and 4.2% for old-age, 
survivors and disability insur- 
ance. 

For your convenignce, IRS 
has a form you can Use to pro- 
vide this information to house- 
hold employees. Copies may be 
obtained by sending a post card 
to the District Director and ask- 
ing for Form SS-14. 

Q—When should I be getting 
my W-2 statement? 

‘A—The law requires employ- 
ers to igsue withholding state- 
ments by Jan. 31 (Feb. 2 this 
year because the lst is on a 
Saturday). 

Most companies try to issue 
them as soon as possible, after 
Jan. 1 so their employees. may 
file tax returns early. 

Q—Is the new Farmer's Tax

ORDINANCE NO. 2663 

AN ORDINANCE REGULAT-

3, The plans and recommenda- 
tions of the division for future 
traffic safety activities 
Section 2-8 Traffic division to 
designate method of identifying 
funeral processions. 
The traffic division shall des- 
ignate a type of pennant or 
other identifying insignia to be 
displayed upon, or other meth- 
od to be employed to identify, 
the vehicles in funeral proces- 
sions. 
Section 2-9 Emergency and ex- 
perimental regulations, 
The chief of police is hereby 
empowered to make regula- 
tions necessary to make effec- 
tive the provisions of the traf- 
fic ordinances of this city and 
to make and enforce tempo- 
rary or experimental regula 
tions to cover emergencies or 
special conditions. No such 
temporary or experimental 
regulation shall remain in ef- 
fect for more than 90 day: 
ARTICLE, II: ENFORCE-

(c) Officers of the fire depart- 
ment, when at the scene of a 
fire, may direct or assist the 
police in directing traffic 
thereat or in the immediate 
vicinity 
Section 3-2 Required obedience 
to traffic ordinance, 
It is unlawful and a misde- 
meanor for any person to do 
any act forbidden or fail to 
perform any act required in 
this ordinance. 
Section 3-3 Obedience to police 
and fire department officials. 
No person shall willfully fail or 
refuse to comply with any law: 
ful order or direction of a po: 
lice officer or fire department 
official 
Section 3-4 Certain nonmotorized 
traffic to obey traffic regula- 
tions, 
Every person propelling any 
push cart upon a roadway 
shall be granted all of the 
rights and shall be subject to 
all of the duties applicable to 
the driver of a vehicle by this 
ordinance and by the rules of 
the road portion of the State 
vehicle code, except those pro- 
visigfs which by their very 
nature can have no applica- 
tion 
(b) Every person riding an an- 
imal or driving any animal- 
drawn vehicle upon a roadway 
shall be granted all of the 
rights and shall be subject to: 
all of the duties applicable to 
the driver of a vehicle by this 
ordinance, except those provi- 
sions of this ordinance which 
by their very nature can have 
no application. 
Sectlon 3-5 Use of coaster, roller 
skates and smilar devices re- 
stricted, 
No person upon roller skates, 
or riding in or by means of 
any coaster, toy vehicle or 
similar device, shall go upon

accident shall within 10 days 
after the accident make such 
report not made by the driver 
ARTICLE IV: TRAFFIC-CON- 
TROL DEVICES 
Section 4-1 Authority to install 
traffic-control devices. 
The superintendent of ‘street 
shall place and maintain offi- 
ial traffic - control devices 
when and as required under 
the traffic ordinances of this 
city to make effective the pro- 
visions of said ordinances, and 
may place and maintain such 
additional official traffic-con- 
trol devices as he may deem 
necessary to regulate, warn or 
guide traffic under the traffic 
ordinances of this city. 
Section 4-2 All traffic-control 
signs, signals and devices shall 
conform to the manual and 
specifications approved by the 
State. 
All signs and signals required 
hereunde? for a particular pur- 
pose shall so far as practicable 
be uniform as to type an@ loca~ 
tion throughout the city. All 
traffic control devices so erect- 
ed and not inconsistent with 
the provisions of State law or 
nance shall be official 
control devices. 
Section 4-3 Obedience to official 
traffic-control devices, 
The driver of any vehicle shall 
obey the instructions of any 
official traffic - control device 
applicable thereto placed in 
accordance with the provisions 
of this ordinance, unless other- 
wise directed by a traffic or 
police officer, subject to the 
exceptions granted the driver 
of an authorized emergency 
vehicle. 
Section 44 When official traffic- 
control devices required for en- 
forcement purposes. 
No provision of this ordinance 
for which official traffic-con. 
trol devices are required shall 
be enforced against an alleged 
violator if at the time and 
place of the alleged violation 
an official device is not in 
proper position and sufficently 
legible to be seen by an ordi- 
narily observant person, When- 
ever a. particular section does 
not state that official traffic- 
control devices are required, 
such section shall be effective 
even though no devices are 
erected or in place. 
Section 4-5 Official traffi 
trol devices — presumption 
legality.

thority, unless the contrary

(b) Any official traffic-control 
device placed pursuant to the 
provisions of this ordinance 
and purporting to conform to 
the lawful requirements per: 
taining to such devices shall 
be presumed to comply with 
the requirements of this ordi- 
nance unless the contrary shall 
be established by competent 
evidence, 
ARTICLE V: DRIVING WHILE 
INTOXICATED, TRANSPORT- 
ING ALCOHOLIC LIQUOR 
AND RECKLESS DRIVING. 
Section 5-1 Persons under the 
influence of intoxicating liquor 
or narcotic drugs. , 
(a) No person who is under 
the influence of intoxicating 
liquor may drive or be in ac- 
tual physical control of any 
vehicle within this city 
(b) No person who is an habit- 
ual user of or under the influ- 
ence of any narcotic drug to a 
degree which renders him in- 
capable of safely driving a ve- 
hicle may drive or be in actual 
physical control of any vehicle 
within this city. The fact that 
a person charged with a viola- 
tion of this subsection (b) is or 
has been entitled to use such 
drug under the laws of this 
city does not constitute a de- 
fense against any charge of 
violation of this subsection (b). 
(c) Upon the trial of any ac- 
tion or proceeding arising out 
of acts alleged to have been 
committed by any person 
while driving or in actual phy- 
sical control of a vehicle while 
under the influence of intoxi- 
cating liquor, evidence of the 
amount of alcohol in the per- 
son's blood at the time of 
the act alleged as shown by 
a chemical analysis of his 
breath, blood, urine, saliva or

(d) The person tested may 
have a physician authorized to 
practice medicine in all its 
branches, a qualified techni- 
cian, chemist, registered nurse, 
or other qualified person of his 
own choosing to administer a 
chemical test or tests, at his 
own expense, in addition to 
any administered at the direc- 
tion of a law enforcement offi- 
cer. 

(e) Upon the request of the 
person who submitted to a 
chemical test or tests at the 
request of a law enforcement 
officer, full information con- 
cerning the test or tests must 
be made available to him or 
his attorney. 

Section 5-2 Illegal transporta- 
tion of alcoholic liquor, 

No person shall transport, car- 
Ty, possess or have any alco- 
holic liquor in or upon or 
about any motor vehicle ex- 
cept in the original package 
and with the seal unbroken. 
Section 5-8 Reckless dgiving. 
Any person who drives any ve- 
hicle with a willful or wanton 
disregard for the safety of per- 
sons or property is guilty of 
reckless driving. 

Section 5-4 Drag racing. 

It shall be unlawful for wo or 
more persons to cafnpete or 
race on any street in this city 
in a situation in which one of 
the motor vehicles is beside or 
to the rear of a motor vehicle 
operated by a competing driv- 
er and the one driver attempts 
to prevent the competing driv- 
er from passing or over taking 
him, either by acceleration or 
maneuver, or one or more in- 
dividuals competing in a race

ARTICLE VI: SPEED REGU- 
LATIONS. 

Section 6-1 State speed laws ap- 
plicable, 

The State traffic laws regulat- 
ing the speed of vehicles shall 
be applicable upon all streets 
within this city, except as this 
ordinance, as authorized by 
state law, hereby declares and 
determines upon the basis of 
an engineering and traffic in- 
vestigation that certain speed 
regulations shall be applica- 
ble upon specified streets or in 
certain areas, in which event 
it shall be unlawful for any 
person to drive a vehicle at a 
speed in excess of any speed 
so declared in this ordinance 
or any amendment thereto, 
when signs are in place giving 
notice thereof. 

Section 6-2 Special speed limit 
when passing schools. 

No person shall drive a motor 
vehicle at a speed in excess of 
20 miles per hour while pass- 
ing <4) school zone or while 
travelibg upon any — public 
thoroughfare on or across 
which’ children are present 
This Section shall not be appli- 
cable unless appropriate signs 
are posted upon streets under 
their respective jurisdiction 
and maintained by the city 
where in the school zone is 
located, Such signs shal) give 
proper due warning that a 
school zone is being ap: 
proached and shall indicate 
the school zone and the maxi- 
mum speed limit in effect dur- 
ing school days when school 
children are present 
ARTICLE VII: ONE-WAY 
STREETS AND ALLEYS. 
Section 7-1 Authority to sign 
one-way streets and alleys. 
Whenever any ordinance of 
this city designates any one 
way street or alley the city 
traffic engineer shall place 
and maintain signs giving no- 
tice thereof, and no such regu- 
lation shall be effective unless 
such signs are in place. Signs 
indicating the direction of law- 
ful traffic movement shall be 
placed at every intersection 
where movement of traffic in 
the opposite direction is pro 
hibited. 

ARTICLE VIII: DRIVING ON 
RIGHT SIDE OF ROADWAY— 
OVERTAKING AND PASSING, 
EAC. 

Section 8-1 Drive on right side 
of roadway—exemptions. 

(a) Upon all roadways of suf- 
ficient width a vehicle shall be 
dfiven upon the right half of 
the roadway, except as fol- 
lows: 

1, When overtaking and pass- 
ing another vehicle proceeding 
in the same direction under 
the rules governing such move- 
ments; 

2. When an obstruction exists 
making it necessary to drive 
to the left of the center of the 
highway; provided, any person 
so doing shall yield the right- 
of-way to all vehicles traveling 
in the proper direction upon 
the unobstructed portion of the 
‘highway within such distance 
as to Constitute an immediate 
hazard; 

3. Upon a roadway divided into 
three marked lanés for traffic 
under the rules applicable 
thereon; 

4. Upon a roadway designated 
and sign posted for one way 
traffic: 

5.’Whenever there is a single 
tract paved road on one side 
of the public street and 2 vehi- 
cles meet thereon, the drivet 
on whose right is the wider 
shoulder shall give the right- 
of-way on such pavement to 
the other vehicle. 

(b) Upon all roadways any 
vehicle proceeding at less than 
the normal speed of traffic at 
the time and place and under 
the conditions then existing 
shall be driven in the right- 
‘hand lane available for traffic, 
or as close as practicable to 
the right hand curb or edge 
of the roadway, except when
